Patrick, Chicago neurologist, was on 
the w itness stand again this morn­ 
ing to testify in furtherance of the 
state’s effort to have Judge John R. 
Caverly sentence Nathan F. Leopold, 
Jr., and Richard Loeb to the death 
penalty rather than prison terms for 
kidnaping 
and 
murdering 
young 
Robert Franks. * 
Dr. Patrick yesterday asserted his 
conviction that Loeb was sane, but 
further testimony by him w*as cut 
off when the defense objected to a 
hypothetical 
question 
aimed 
at 
a 
further analysis of Loeb. 
Dr. Patrick re-affirmed bis con­ 
clusion that Loeb was sane in reply 
to the hypothetical question asked 
by John Sbarbaro, assistant state’s 
attorney. 
“Aside from the commission of 
the crime, I see no evidences of 
mental diseases,” he replied. 
Three 
long 
other 
hypothetical 
questions 
involving 
the 
various 
idiosyncracies of Loeh's personality 
and some unusual physical charac­ 
teristics 
brought 
the 
same 
re­ 
sponses. 
“I found nothing in my examina­ 
tion nor in printed reports to lead 
me to a diagnosis of mental dis­ 
ease,” said the doctor. 
Another hypothetical question as to

brought

“They are perfectly 
normal re­ 
actions,” said Dr. Patrick, “every­ 
one at times is more or less depress­ 
ed.” 
“I apprehend that there is no one 
who does not have phantasies re­ 
garding the thing he is interested in.

ESCAPE PRISON 


JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 13— An 
apparent plot by Oliver Hamilton, 
24 years old, under two life sen­ 
tences from St. Louis and St. Louis 
county for murder, and two 
cell 
mates to escape from “B*' hall of 
the 
penitentiary 
was 
frustrated 
w’hen penitentiary officials discov­ 
ered. a large chisel and hammer in 
the cell of the three men.

their w'ay through a steel plate at 
the rear of the cell. 
Hamilton, who had assumed re­ 
sponsibility for the smuggling in of 
the.tools was received at the peni­ 
tentiary April 2, last. 
One

tence, from St. Louis county dates 
from January 24, last, and the oth­ 
er, imposed in St. Louis, dates from 
March 31, last. 
The other two men are 
Fred 
Henson, 25, under 10-year sentence 
from St. Francois county for assault 
with intent to kill, and Fred Novicky 


23, serving 10 years from Kansas 
City for robbery. 
Warden fcCrawford said Hamilton 
had fastened a rubber heel from a 
shoe to the head of the hammer, 
apparently to deaden the sound of 
hammering. 
He said that in order 
* to escape the men would have had 
to cut a hole in the steel plate at 
the rear of the cell, five-sixteenths 
of an inch in thickness to get a 
passageway at the rear of the cell 
tier, and then wrould have had to cut 
their way through the roof.

would have left the walls to be 
scaled before they could escape. 
Hamilton asserted his two cell­ 
mates had no part in the smuggling 
in of the hammer and chisel.
